Men's  Soccer  Team  posted  a  2-1 1-4 
rd  and  a  2-6-4  mark  in  league  play  that 
included  home  wins  over  New  Haven  and 
Saint  Rose.

Allison  Juneau  was  named  as  a  Synapse  Sports 
First  Team  All-American  and  an  NFHCA  Second 
Team  All-American  after  posting  a  national- 
best  nine  defensive  saves  for  the  Hounds.  She 
was  also  honored  as  a  Northeast-1 0  First  Team 
All-Conference  player  for  the  first  time  in  her 
career.  Sophomore  goalie  Bridget  Boyle  earned 
Northeast-1 0  Goalie  of  the  Year  honors  and 
was  a  Synapse  Sports  First  Team  All-American 
after  posting  a  12-5  record  with  a  1.40  goals 
against  average.  Freshman  Gina  Burton  was 
also  named  to  the  Synapse  Sports  Division  II 
National  All-Rookie  Team  as  she  was  the  only 
Hound  freshman  to  appear  in  all  20  games. 
Overall,  five  Hounds  were  named  to  the 
Northeast-1 0  All-Conference  teams  as  the 
squad  finished  the  season  ranked  No.  8  in  the 
final  NFHCA  Division  II  Poll. 


FOOTBALL 


The  2015  football  season  was  one  of 
many  program  firsts  as  the  Hounds 
posted  an  1 1-2  overall  record,  won  the 
Northeast-10  regular-season 
championship  and  conference 
championship  game  and  advanced  to  the 
second  round  of  the  NCAA  Tournament. 
The  team  had  a  number  of  players  earn 
All-Conference,  All-Worcester,  All-New 
England  and  All-American  honors, 
including  First  Team  All-American  kicker 
Cole  Tracy.  Tracy  was  also  named  as  the 
New  England  Division  ll/lll  Offensive 
Player  of  the  Year  after  leading  all  of 
Division  II  in  scoring  among  kickers  as  he 
was  a  finalist  for  the  Fred  Mitchell  Award 
as  the  national  kicker  of  the  year.  Head 
coach  Bob  Chesney  was  named  as  the 
Hero  Sports  Division  II  National  Coach  of 
the  Year  and  was  also  the  New  England 
Division  ll/lll  and  Northeast-10 
Conference  Coach  of  the  Year.  As  a 
team,  the  Hounds  put  together  a 
program-record  10-game  winning  streak 
and  defeated  New  Haven  by  a  17-14  final 
at  home  to  win  the  league  title.  The 
Hounds  then  defeated  Bowie  State  at 
home  in  the  first  round  of  the  NCAA 
Tournament  to  advance  to  the  Sweet  1 6. 
The  team  finished  the  season  ranked 
among  the  top-20  nationally,  which  was 
also  a  program  best. 


WOMEN'S 

VOLLEYBALL 


The  Assumption  Volleyball  team  completed  its 
season  with  a  7-18  overall  record  and  a  3-1 1  mark 
in  Northeast-10  Conference  play.  Five  of  the 
Hounds'  victories  came  at  home  in  Laska 
Gymnasium  including  exciting  3-2  wins  over  NE-10 
opponents  Southern  Connecticut  and  Saint  Rose. 
Senior  Tara  Reilly  was  named  to  the  All- 
Conference  Third  Team  for  her  outstanding, 
record-breaking  performance  during  the  2015 
season.  Reilly  totaled  239  kills  (2.60  kills  per  set)  in 
her  final  season  and  added  an  impressive  78  total 
blocks,  21  solo.  She  led  the  team  in  three  statistical 
categories  including  kills,  blocks  and  kill 
percentage  and  also  earned  her  way  into  the 
Assumption  record  book  finishing  third  in  single¬ 
season  hitting  percentage  (293)  and  in  single¬ 
season  assisted  blocks  (57).  She  completed  her 
career  third  in  program  history  with  a  .235  hitting 
percentage  and  149  assisted  blocks.  Sophomore 
Olivia  Burke  also  helped  the  Greyhound  offense 
with  181  kills,  followed  by  freshman  Kellie  Smith 
who  posted  174.  Sophomore  Kiki  Romanik  was 
also  a  key  member  of  the  Greyhound  offense, 
tallying  752  assists  on  the  season.  Her  total  ranks 
her  sixth  in  single-season  assists  in  program  history, 
just  above  her  total  of  722  as  a  freshman. 
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The  Hounds  finished  the  season  9-12-4 
overall,  6-3-2  at  home  and  advanced  to  the 
semifinals  of  the  Northeast- 10  Conference 
Tournament.  Senior  Brandon  Bete  was 
named  as  the  Northeast-10  Conference 
Player  of  the  year  and  was  a  finalist  for  the 
Joe  Concannon  Award  which  is  for  the  top 
Division  ll/lll  Player  in  New  England.  Eighth- 
year  head  coach  Lance  Brady  was  also 
honored  by  the  league  as  he  earned  his  third 
career  Coach  of  the  Year  accolade  as  the 
team  advanced  to  the  league  tournament 
for  the  second  straight  season.  Junior  Ryan 
Gomez  picked  up  Second  Team  All- 
Conference  honors,  while  freshman  Dante 
Tomassini  earned  spots  on  the  All- 
Conference  Second  Team  and  the  All-  Rookie 
Team.  The  team  heated  up  midseason  with  a 
season-best  five-game  winning  streak  that 
included  a  thrilling  overtime  road  win  over 
Endicott  as  Brian  Farrell  scored  just  eight 
seconds  into  the  extra  period. 
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MEN'S 

BASKETBALIi 


Under  the  direction  of  first-year  head 
coach  Mike  Harding,  the  men's  basketball 
team  finished  the  201 5-201 6  season  with 
an  overall  record  of  6-20.  The  team's 
leading  scorer  was  junior  Declan  Soukup, 
who  averaged  14.3  points  per  game  while 
shooting  a  team-best  87.5  percent  from 
the  free-throw  line.  Sophomore  Kamali 
Bey  averaged  1 1 .7  points  per  contest, 
while  senior  Tre  Owens  posted  1 1 .3 
points  per  game.  Junior  Reilly  Reid  was 
the  team's  top  threat  from  three-point 
land  at  47.6  percent  as  he  posted  9.3 
points  per  contest.  On  the  boards,  the 
team  was  led  by  Owens  at  4.1  per  contest 
while  the  team  finished  second  in  the 
Northeast-10  with  10.2  three-  pointers 
made  per  game.  The  Hounds  were  also 
sixth  in  the  league  at  5.5  steals  per  game 
and  averagedl  1 .2  turnovers  per  contest.

The  women's  basketball  team  posted  a 
1 5-12  overall  record  and  an  1 1-10  mark  in 
Northeast-10  play.  The  Hounds  finished 
third  in  the  Northeast  Division  of  the 
Northeast- 10  Conference.  Advancing  to 
the  Northeast-10  Quarterfinals,  the  team 
was  captained  by  senior  Kelly  Conley  and 
under  the  direction  of  20th-year  head 
coach  Kerry  Phayre.  At  the  end  of  the 
season,  both  Conley  and  junior  Allison 
Stoddard  were  honored  as  Northeast-10 
Honorable  Mention  All-Conference 
selections  for  their  play.  Regionally-ranked 
throughout  much  of  the  season,  the  team 
was  led  in  scoring  by  Stoddard  at  12 
points  per  game  while  Conley  also 
averaged  double  figures  with  10.5  points 
per  contest.  On  the  boards,  senior  Ann 
Marie  Idusuyi  was  the  team  leader  at  5.6 
per  game  and  she  also  averaged  4.2 
points  while  appearing  in  all  27  games.

Northeast-10  Champions  2015 

The  women's  swimming  team  captured  its  third  straight 
Northeast- 10  Conference  Championship  under  the 
direction  of  eighth-year  head  coach  Stuart  Cromarty.  At 
the  NE-10  meet,  the  Hounds  posted  796.50  points  to 
defeat  Southern  Connecticut  by  a  36.5  point  margin. 
Overall,  the  Hounds  claimed  a  total  of  1 5  medals  over  the 
four-day  championships  including  four  gold,  two  silver 
and  nine  bronze  honors.  Over  the  season,  the  Hounds 
claimed  seven  Swimmer  of  the  Week  awards,  six  Rookie 
of  the  Week  Honors  and  had  six  relay  teams  honored  by 
the  league  with  weekly  awards.  Senior  Victoria  Weber 
and  sophomore  Niahm  Morgan  each  earned  three 
Swimmer  of  the  Week  awards,  while  freshman  standout 
Shannon  Quirk  was  a  six-time  Rookie  of  the  Week  and 
was  honored  as  the  league's  Rookie  of  the  Year.  In 
addition  to  the  team's  success  in  the  league  meet,  the 
Hounds  also  captured  the  program's  third  straight  WPI
